It 
can solve marketing the building. The buildins 
itself can become a demonstration project for 
appropriate #estoration techniques, serving as 
a workshop for local residents and craftsmen.

HISTORIC NEW BEDFORD = A BUS TOUR 


New London Landmarks will visit an old whaling 
rival on Saturday, September 27. Historic 
New Bedford, Massachusetts was at one time 
world renowned as a whaling capital. Its 
wealth and beauty were produced by the indus 
trious and canny “uakers, whose influence re- 
mains today. 


Waterfront Historic District, 
cobblestone streets recreate the atmosphere of 
the nineteenth century. New Bedford offers the 
rare opportunity to experience a living sea- 
port that exhibits its historical association 
with the sea. This National Historic Landmark 
district continues to outfit the city's shins 
and the men who work them. Chandleries, count- 
ing rooms and keeping rooms, and navigational 
instrument shops remain unchanged in use if not 
in appearanceée

Our day will begin with a guided walking tour 
of this district, including the 1832 Seamen's 
Bethel, immortalized by Herman Melville in 
Moby Dick, which still offers worship services 
on a regular basis. 


We will meet for lunch in the 1810 Rodman Can- 
dleworks building, built by Samuel Rodman as a 
factory for the production of spermaceti can- 
dles, which were made out of raw whale oil. 
The candleworks went the way of whaling, and 
the building fell into disrepair. Two preser-~ 
vation organizations and the city joined in 
efforts to restore the building, and it reopen- 
ed in 1979 as a bank and restaurant. The con-~ 
seniality of Maurice Jospe,!roprietor of The 
Candleworks, complements the delicious French 
cuisine. 


After lunch, we shall tour the ‘whaling Museum, 
and then have free time to browse in the water- 
front area. The New Bedford Glass Museum in 
the 1820 Benjamin Rodman House is within th@ 
district, as are many shops.

built environment has a direct effect upon 
the image of our city as it is reflected in 
the eyes of our residents, our visitors and 
our future investors, A besign Review Board 
would review plans submitted to the building 
department, and advise the city on project 
suitability and annropriateness. The board 
would also serve as a resource for making 
people aware of approriate alternatives as 
they rehabilitate their homes, if estahlished 
in conjunction with the Housing Conservation 
rogram. 


on architectural and historical survey of seve- 
ral city neighborhoods is being done, This 
should be expanded to encompass the entire city. 
The survey's value lies in its use; it identi- 
fies buildings of historical or architectural 
significance, alerting both the nroperty own- 
ers and the city to their importance, It lays 
the groundwork for National Register nominations 
for individual buildings and districts. It 
encourages potential homeowners to move into 

the city by drawing attention to the interest- 


ing fabric of the neighborhoods here ; 
The legislation allowing the selective conver= 


sion of large mansions into condoninium units 
should be enacted immediately. These often un- 
wieldy estates have become too exnensive to 
maintain and heat for most owners. . Conversion 
would allow for off-street parking, landscaped 
sraunds, maintenance of existing streetscapes, 
and the preservation of attractive neighborhoods. 


Neighborhood conservation is beginning to take 
hold in New London, and should be encouraged 
and strengthened by the city. Conservation 
provides financial benefits through rehabilita- 
tion, It increases the tax base by increasing 
property values, and by returning property to 
the tax rolls. Replacement costs of housing

DISCOVERING THE HISTORY OF AN OLD BUILDING 


Researching an older building can be an adven= 
ture. In addition, the information that the 
property owner gleans from studying historical 
records and examining extant stylistic evi- 
dence can aid in making decisions during the 
rehabilitation process. A diligent researcher 
can usually discover the date of construction 
as well as the names and occupations of the 
owners over the years. 


Four Research Requirements 


As in all detective work, an inquisitive mind 
and determination are necessities. Study each 
item of information for clues which may lead 

ta other sources of information. For instance, 
the date of an estate auction found in the pro- 
perty abstract may lead to a contemporary news- 
paper notice of the auction containing a help- 
ful description of the property. Do not be 
dissuaded if you fail to be rewarded by every 
source consulted; many leads may not produce 
results, but many others will. 


Secondly, handle the collected information 
carefully and critically. Transcribe or sum- 
marize data accurately, and note full biblio- 
graphic data on its source. Evaluate all 
sources for their trustworthiness; remember 
that primary or original sources (those con- 
temporary with an event) are generally more 
reliable than secondary sources (those written 
after the event). 


Third, do not unnecessarily repeat the work of 

others, Check with local preservation groups, 

municipal historic destrict commissions, local 

historians, local historical societies, and 

the State Historic Preservation Office in Hart- 
ford to determine whether they have information 
on the building. 


Fourth, utilize fully and efficiently the many 
resources that are available. Ask at the libr- 
ary for bibliographies on researcn materials 
and on the history of the region. Investigate 
local histories, old photographs, post cards, 
panoramic views, and travellers’ accounts.

atlases, wall maps, and insurance maps can also 
be helpful. A knowledge of the overall history 
of a locality can provide insights about why a 
building was erected at a particular time and 
placee If the name of the architect is known, 


catalogues, directories, biographical diction-~ 
aries and indexes on architects and archi- 


tecture may provide additional background 
information. 


The Most Valuable Source=--The Property Abstract 


Probably the single most valuable and reliable 
source is the property abstract, or chain of 
title, which frequently is prepared by a pro- 
fessional abstractor in conjunction with the 
issuance of title insurance for the property. 
The abstract provides a history of the land 
transactions by summarizing relevant deeds, 
mortgages, will, probate records, litigation, 
and tax sales; the abstract contains the names 
of owners, dates when the property changed 
hands, and descriptions of property boundaries. 


If an abstract is not available, it is possible 
to trace the title in local records. Begin in 
the town clerk's office with the most recent 
deed; usually each deed will refer to the prior 
property transaction, Deeds are indexed by 
grantor (seller) and by grantee (buyer) with 
references to where they are contained ina 
liber (book) and folio (page). 


Even when a property abstract is available, 
check the original documents for more complete 
information. For instance, estate records, 
which may be filed with wills, often contain 
personal property inventories with room=-by~room 
descriptions of the contents. Court records 
frequently contain descriptions of buildings 
accompanied by maps. Maps mav also be filed 
with deedse e 


Local Public Records 


The old records of the city, village and town 
tax assessors are another important resource 
for researching the physical history of a 
building. Frequently, assessments are listed 
separately from the land; increases in valua- 
tion may suggest new improvements. Assessors 
records may also contain descriptions of buil- 
dings. 


The municipal buildings department may have 
old building permits on file. If your build- 
ing was erected before a permit was required, 
it may still be worthwhile to check for per- 
mits for alterations and additions. Permits 
generally list the architect, the contractor, 
ti ¢ client, and the cost and date of the work. 
Occasionally, architectural drawings are filed 
with permits. 


The local public works department may also con- 
tain information important to the history of 
your building, such as records of the deétes of 
water and sewer connections and old maps. 


Investigating Former Owners and Occupants 


Annual city directories list a person's address 
and often occupation. Some directories are 
also organized by street address and thereby 
can supply ready information on occupants, 


Census records provide information on occupants 
and use, The public library can help locate 
microfilm copies of federal census records, 


Dates from other sources facilitate research 

in old newspapers, Obituaries of owners, arch- 
itects, and builders are often helpful. aArt- 
icles on cornerstone and dedication ceremonies 
freauently contain detailed descriptions of 
public and commercial structures. 


Old Jetters, diaries, account books, business 
papers, architectural drawings, and other man- 
uscrinpt materials relating to the building's 
owners, occupants, and architects frequently 
reveal much about a building's construction 
and use. Sometimes former occupants or their 
descendants have relevant manuscripts and old 
photographs, prints, and drawings showing the 
building. Guides to doing genealogical resea- 
reh may help locate descendants. Conversations 
with former occupants and neighbors often pro- 
vide valuable leads. 


Learning About Architectural Styles 


Through their stylistic elements, buildings 
frequently reveal much about their history. 
Coupled with an understanding of construction 
techniques and research into written and pic- 
torial sources, stylistic evidence can aid the 
property owner in making decisions about reha- 
bilitation. Several books and phamphlets to 
aid laymen in identifying American architect- 
ural styles are available; titles include 
American Architecture Since 1780 by Marcus 
Whiffen, Identifying American Architecure by 
John J. Ge Blumenson, and What Style Is It? 

by John Poppeliers, S. Allen Chambers, and ae 


Nancy Schwartz. Knowing about the style of a 
building will provide clues to its age as well 
as aid in comparisons with other buildings. 


It is important to remember, however, that 

few buildings are textbook examples of a 
style. Many buildings defy stylistic cate- 
gorization. Some exhibit features of several 
styles; others are simple, unpretentious desi- 
ens lacking the embellishments which help to 
distinguish styles, But each building stands 
as evidence of the cultural forces over the 
years which shaped its present appearance.
